Hauptmann, through his coun- 
sel, James M. Fawcett, sought a 
writ of habeas corpus which was 
denied but which delayed his ex- 
tradition. Tomorrow, if his ap- 
peal is denied, further delay might 
be sought. Attorney Fawcett say- 
ing today that he would carry 
the case to the state court of ap- 
peals at Albany and if unsuccess- 
ful there might even apply for a 
writ of certiorarl' in the United 
States supreme court.

Once, long ago, upon my first

visit to India, I saw what was 
then to me a strange sight, a

In a public park of Calcutta, ris- 
ing and falling in unison, like 
windrows — sometimes prostrate 
en their faces, sometimes kneel- 
ing, 
sometimes 
standing, 
with 
their hands in identical position. 
I had never before seen Moslems

their heedlessness of the hurry- 
ing world about them deeply im- 
pressed me. Often since I have 
watched them, in many strange 
places, from the ten 
thousand 


devotionalists 
gathered 
in 
St. 


Bophia and in Damascus, to small 
groups of Mecca pilgrims in the 
lonely desert of Arabia. I had a 
devout Moslem raftsman on my 
trip down the Tigris to Bagdad, 
Who experienced great difficulty 
on the wirllng goatskin raft, in 
being sure that he was always 
lacing toward Mecca as he pray- 
*d.I had not gone many months 
from' my homeland, on my first 
trip around the globe, before I 
learned that this is a praying 
world. On the ship across the 
Pacific I found the Japanese up 
early to greet the rising sun with 
B. prayer; 
and later I followed 


praying pilgrims to the top of 
Mount Ftniyama, and many an- 
other shrine. All over tho Island 
empire I ratnc across shrines and 
•acred trees to which 
prayer- 


liiflcribed rags had been tied—a 
usage that persists over pretty 
much all Asia. 
I saw the 
Tibetans 
turning 
their prayer wheels, and I keep 
one as a souvenir of my 
visit 
with the Dalai Lama, along with 
•, Buddhist rosary. • India is a 
land of pray-ers. In Palestine I 
JtmVe gone with the Jews on Fri- 
day to the Wailing Wall, where 
tire intensity of religious devo- 
tion is concentrated.

Two methods toward this 


end are the proposed uni- 
versal draft law and the 
creation of stiff penalties 
for war-time profiteers. The 
Legion 
recommends 
that 


commodity and labor prices 
be "frozen" in event of war 
at an average of the prices 
prevailing for three years 
previously; and that the 
government take away 95 
per cent of any abnormal 
profits. 
These Legion suggestions 


are aimed at one source of 
war evil. Other groups at- 
tack other war causes and 
point out other cures. There 
is no need to quarrel about 
individual 
efforts 
toward 


peace. Every advocate of 
peace deserves a hearing 
and every plan deserves 
study. War is one of civili-

HARRY PIERPONT, 


DILLINGER GANG'S 
BRAINS, EXECUTED 


FIRST OF NOTED CRIMINAL 
GANG TO PAY FULL WAGES 


OF ACTS LEGALLY 


COLUMBUS, O., Oct. 17. (P)— 
Harry 
Pierpont, 
' fair-haired 
"brains" of the dissolved Dlllln- 
ger mob, was electrocuted at Ohio 
penitentiary early today—the first 
of the nomadic gang of robbers 
and killers to receive by legal 
process the full wages of crime. 


Quietly, unaided and with the 


ghost of a smile on his lips, the 
32-year-old 
killer sat 
down to 


death in the gaunt wooden chair 
within the high stockade of a 
prison guarded in unprecedented 
fashion, so fearful was Warden 
E. Thomas of the zero hour pos- 
sibility the law would be frus- 
trated. 
With him into death, Pierpont 


carried the "inside story" of his 
break in September, 1933, from 
the Michigan City, Ind., 
state 


prison. 
From the ten felons that walk- 


ed the bloodless liberty on that 
occasion, John Dllllnger, himself 
an ex-convict from that institu- 
tion, and Pierpont organized a 
machine-gun gang that etched a 
frightful chapter in the history of 
modern crime. 
"I am the only man alive who 


knows the 'whos' and the 'hows' 
and x x I'll take this little story 
with me on my last walk," Pier- 
pont recently wrote Miss Jessie 
Levy, Indianapolis attorney who 
defended him. 
That's what Pierpont did. 
He was not asked for any "last 


word," as happens now and then 
at electrocutions, and he volun- 
teered none. He just sat down 
with a rueful smile, closed his 
eyes, strained the muscles of his 
lanky, six-foot-two frame as the 
current struck, clenched one fist 
—that was all. 
Pierpnnt died one year and four 


days after he, Charles Makley, 
50, and Russell Clark, K—all of 
the crew that escaped at Michi- 
gan City—walked into the resi- 
dence office of Sheriff Jess Sar- 
ber at Lima, O., and killed him 
to free Dllllnger, held in the 
county Jail there as the robber 
of a' Bluff ton, 
O., bank. 
Pierpont was the gunner. Mak- 


ley clubbed the sheriff with a 
heavy-calibre gun after he had 
slumped with Pierpont's bullet In 
his abdomen. Clark held Deputy 
Wilbur Sharpe and Mrs.- Sarber 
at the point of a third gun while 
the wife pleaded: 


"Don't kill dad!" 
The three were captured with 


Dillinger in Tucson, Ariz., hide- 
outs Jan. 25, this year. Pierpont 
and Makley were- sentenced to 
death for the Sarber killing and 
Clark was given a life sentence.

COLORADO RIVER BILL BY 


OVERWHELMING VOTE

funds to aid in financing 
the Texas Centennial was 
thrown into confusion to- 
day when Speaker of the 
H o u s e

ruled revenue raising bills 
had not 'been submitted by Qov. 
Miriam A. Ferguson. 
The senate pushed through to 


final passage the first bill or. any 
of the subjects submitted by the 
governor. 
It passed 
without 
amendments a bill to establish 
the lower Colorado river authority. 
The vote wag 24 to 0, with or.e 
pair. 


T>)« senate bill wag sent to the 
house, 
where opposition 
was 
stronger in the previous session. 
The bill would establish the pub- 


Ic authority to operate and devel- 
op a flood control and hydro- 
electric power project on the Col- 
orado river above Austin with a 
>4,500,000 FWA loan and grant. 
The dam is now 45 per cent com- 
pleted. 
Revenue bills were ruled out by 
Speaker Stevenson on a point of 
order raised against a chain store 
tax bill introduced by Representa- 
tive Jesse James of Cameron. Pro- 
ceeds of the tax, which would 
range fiom $1 on one store to $750 
on stores in chains containing 
more than SO stores, would have 
;one to the Centennial. 


The point of order was made by 
Representative Lon E. Alsup of 
Carthage. 
Stevenson ruled the 
governor had provided only Tor an 
appropriation for the Centennial 
and had not opened up the sub- 
ject of isising funds to meet the 
appropiration. 
Refused Suspend Bules. 


Efforts to adopt a resolution 
urging Governor Ferguson to sub- 
mit revenue and taxation were -lc- 
feated when the house refused to 
suspend its. rules to permit its 
consideration. 
The move to sus- 
pend the rules failed by six votes. 
Speaker Stovenson's ruling would 
lot affect one of the bills propoa- 
ng a method for financing the 
Centennial. The bill would divert 
a portion of the state gasoline tax 
to a Centennial fund.

Great Pageant 


It was a great national, Indeed 
an intei national, pageant of sor- 
row for the king who was assassi- 
nated while offering the hand of 
friendship to France. 
There were present not alono 
Yugoslavia's grief-stricken legions 
but distinguished representatives 
of all the nation» of the world. 
Among all the visiting k'ngR and 
princes and hundreds of foreign 
delegates dressed in resplendent 
gold-braided uniforms laden with 
decorations, tho figure of Ameri- 
can Minister Charles S. Wilson in 
simple black civilian dress was a 
picture of quiet dignity and dem- 
ocracy. 
As Alexander's body was car-

Ion are In dally attendance. Dr. 
Woods said that this years' schol- 
astic census wait cut nbout 18,000 
which resulted In an Increase of 
80 cents in the state apportion- 
ment. The upeakcr showed how 
the number of school children was 
divided Into the various school 
district classifications, and gave 
ho average enrollment of each eli- 
sion. 
Figures Presented. 


Dr. Woods explained that the 
average high school enrollment is 
IS pupils. 
He said there are 40.000 white 
teachers, 
8,000 colored 
teauliers 


nnd 28,000 school trustees. 
The 
average duration of a teacher's 
tenure of employment in that ca- 
aclty l-i five years. 
In 3930-31 (which he called a 
peak year of education) the state 
spent eCrm'lHon dollars for educa- 
tional institutions, while last year 
t spent 48 millions, or a reduc- 
tion of 12 millions of dollars. Dr. 
Woods pointed out that eight mil- 
Ion of the 12 million wns teach- 
ers' salaries. This was not due, 
icwever, he went on, to the state 
'ailing Oown on its job of meeting 
he apportionment, because last 
rear the state spent more than 
ever before. He showed that S16 
per scholast'c wax paid, and S3 
of the Indebtedness was paid off, 
rhich totnled $19 per scholastic. 
"The failure came," Dr. Woods 
continued, "in the reduction of 
renditions and failure to collect 
ocal taxes.' 
Salary Raises Petitioned. 


The Epcaker said he had been 
petitioned many times to have 
eocherg' salaries raised, but point- 
ed out that the state paid every 
cent It had last year, and had the 
salaries been higher, the could act 
have been paid.

All An Handicapped. 
Attacking the present eurricu- 
um limitations In many rural 
ilffh schools, Dr. Woods declared 
hat both the teachers and pupils 
arc handicapped and in a straight- 
acket on account of the strict 
tcademic courses offered in those 
particular schools. He wont on: 
'Some pupil may have an inter- 
est in vocational agriculture 
or 
lome economic*, yet because of 
the limited curriculum in that ru- 
ral school he muct take algebra, 
Spanish or ancient history." 
He told of Edison's interest In 
things," rather 
than abstract 
qualities, nnd related how the 
electrical wizard's teacher thought 
he was crazy. 
"We should not 
make such nrrors," Dr. Woods 
said.More of the Concrete Urged 


"My criticism of tha schools Is 
that 'we are living and teaching 
too much in the abstract quali- 
ties, and do not l:nve enough con- 
crete things to give our pupils." 
He asked how many teachers 
could interest their vuplls in na- 
ture lore, and then declared that 
this is one place that the curricu- 
lum should be enlarged. 
He said everyone Is interested 
in the personality of persons who 
are famous and successful, and 
read every scrap of Information 
they can find about their lives and 
mannerisms nnd habits. "I believe 
we all desire to learn more of tho 


personality of "The Great Per- 
sonality," and for this wo turn to 
the Bible, which Is tho .proper 
thing to do.

Great Responsibility. 


"We hold a plvotnl place In the 
ongoing of civilization, and

Teachers are directing 
the thinking and level of think- 
ing of the youth, and they aro 
encouraging the youth to cither 
high or low ideals," Dr. Woods 
v/cnt. on. 
He said there are two ways of 
teaching, namely, by precept and 
by example. 
"We often forget 
that teachiiiB by example Is ao 
important as teaching by precept 
and the lack of example undres 
the other form. 
If you cannot 
inspire a child to do higher things 
some other influence will inspire 
him in the wronir direction," the 
state superintendent declared. 
The speaker believes, too, that 
unless a teacher is on Inspiration 
to her pupils, she is missing the 
great point of her profession. 
Teach Only Two Things. 
"We teach only two things," Dr. 


Woods continued, "how to live 
and how to malce a living." At 
this point lie quoted , a ponm, 
stressing the fact that a material 
temple soon decays, but the Im- 
mortal soul of a child, built by a 
teacher, 
endures forever. 
Dr. 
Woods quoted Elbert Huhbard as 
saying '-rest is rust." that "things 
rust out before they wear out," 
and that the real impetus In life 
is furnished through working ana 


Dr Woods asserted hia belief 
that ' teachers should study their 
currlculumfi to find out what to 
teach children, nnd should keep 
abreast cf the changes In their 
profession. 
He quoted 
Henry 
I.'ord as saying people keep young 
and valuable by continued study 
and learning, and quoted Abra- 
ham Lincoln ns saying It Is not 
the load but how one carries it 
that breaks one down. "It Is not 
your work, but your mental atti- 
tude toward it that counts — If you 
keep smiling, end hdve an optimis- 
tic outlook you will lierp young. If 
you don't like your work as teach- 
ers, I advise you to get out of the 
profession," the state supt-rlntend- 
ent declared in closing this por- 
tion of his address. 
Tulks of Amendments. 
The second part of his address 
was an explanation of two of the 
proposed 
constitutional 
amend- 


ments that will be voted on at 
the •November election. 
Prefao- 
Ing this phase, the spesker said 
that eight constitutional amend- 
ments urn p'roposcd. but that ha 
questions the need for "so many 
patchen on- our constitutions." "if 
we have ehot that many holes In 
the constitution, I suggest calling 
a convtitutlonui convention 
and 
drafting a new one," he declared. 
Dr. Woods explained that tho 
Democratic nominee for governor 
favors tho first amendment to ap- 
pear on the ticket which is Senate 
joint Resolution No. 16. This pro- 
posed constitutional amendment 
provides that taxation of real 
property shall be equal and uni- 
form: and that all property in 
this state, other than that owned 
by municipal corporations, shall 
be taxed in proportion to its val- 
ue as aiicertalned as may be pro- 
vided by law. 
The state 
superintendent ex- 
pressed his favor of this proposed 
amendment He said that if t-ie 
educational development of the 
state is U> bo maintained and to 
keep up Its forward progress, it 
must have money to operate upon. 
Dr. Woods pointed out that th« 
ttdie's annual expenses toul $108,- 
000,000. of which 40 per cent Is 
spent for education, 41 per cent 
for highway building and main- 
tenance, and lp per cent for costs 
of operating the state govern- 
ment.Joint Resolution No. 19. 
He explained the third proposed 
constitutional amendment that w"l 
appear on the ticket, which 
la 
Senate Joint Resolution No. 13. 
He said U passed it will provide 
for the levying and collection of 
taxes by general laws and fix the 
total amount of revenue which 
may be collected during each bi- 
ennium. and fix the total amount 
of funds which may be expended 
during each blennlum. 
The apeaker opposed this amend- 
ment because he said it will pro- 
vide $20,000,000 less than last year 
with which to operate the govern- 
mcnt, and th|s wlll eliminate eith- 
er the highway program or the 
educational system, or greatly re- 
duce the appropriations of both. 
The state superintendent declared 
that the proposed constitutional 
amendment would shift the tax 
burden from special interests, and 
the same amount of money would 
have to be. raised by the local 
units which, he said, would coun- 
teract the effects of the recently 
passed homestead exemption lew.
